News of the death of Louis Rorimer will bring profound sorrow 
to many members of the interior designing profession. He was 
widely known, and as vice-president and member of the Board 
of Governors of the American Institute of Decorators he had an 
effective part in its deliberations, particularly in the formative 
period in which its organic structure was developed. In all his 
relations to the Institute and to its members he was highly respected 
for his loyalty to established principles and for his constant devo- 
tion to the interests of all concerned with the practice of interior 





design. His opinions were supported by thorough educational 
advantages and by long and wide experience that was possessed 
by few of his contemporaries. As a friend and associate among 
members of the profession generally he was admired for his un- 
failing generosity of mind and spirit. In personal relations he was 
broad in his sympathies, indulgent in his desire to give pleasure 
to others, and always incapable of narrowness of mind. 


As a citizen, Mr. Rorimer held a high position not only in 
Cleveland, in the city of his residence, but throughout the United 
States. He was associated with numerous enterprises of philan- 
thropy and the promotion of education and culture to which he 
contributed not only liberal financial support but personal service 
of appreciable value. 


In business he was a man of large affairs and enjoyed a wide 
reputation for his professional attainments. His education was 
well grounded in France and Germany in schools of high character. 
His proficiency in architecture and interior design was so well 
established that his field of operations included many sections of the 
country, and his work survives in numerous important cities. lt may 
be justly said that no interior designer was better known. Mr. 
Rorimer’s friends and associates are proud of his reputation. They 
sympathize with the members of his family whose friendship is 
enjoyed by many. He will be long remembered with admiration 
and gratitude.

Be very capable interior designer’s port- 
folio is stuffed with unfilled plans, brilliant 
with promise, that have never been brought 
to fruition. Among them is certain to be 
one house planned with everything in every 
room specially designed to order. This is 
interior design in the ultimate expression 
of the art—and as the interior designer 
dreams every commission should be. 
The specially designed house here chron- 
icled is such a commission. Mare Antony, 
Interior Designer, New Orleans, Louisiana, 
conceived and developed it. The house pro- 
vides material of three-fold interest to the 
interior designer: it is, first of all, significant 
because the furniture throughout has been 
specially designed and custom-made to or- 
der in the interior designer’s own work- 


shops, and forms an illuminating commen- 


tary on the real ability of the professional 
designer of interiors today; it also presents 
a fully matured viewpoint and an intelli- 
gent assay of the Modern style; and it re- 
flects throughout a complete integrity of 
design—a_ specialized technique—which 
characterizes the true designer’s craft. In 
short, the house possesses Style. 

It also has, naturally, individuality to a 
pronounced degree. One is certain that no- 
where did there exist a blueprint before 
upon which to base the originally conceived 
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The metal stairway shown at 
the leit, adds interest to the 
entrance hall. Above: Armless 
chairs, upholstered in char- 
treuse fabric with leaf-green 
welting, form a_ conversation 
group against the effectively 
curtained windows.

The focal point of the living room is the 
fireplace, as it should be, and here the vary- 
ing planes formed by the built-in book- 
shelves, mantel and free-standing wall not 


only seemingly extend the length of the 


room but create an interesting play of light 
and shadow that enhances the simple but 
The vertical 
established by the windows, doors and built- 


effective architecture. lines 
in bookshelves are accentuated by the de- 
liberate horizontal massing of the furniture 
that results in a balanced and most pleas- 
ing design of space. The drawing by Orozsco, 
attractively framed over the mantel, sets 
the tempo for the décor of the entire room. 
Satin-finished copper is used for the facing 
of the bookshelves and fireplace opening, 
the pair of standing lamps and the and- 
irons. Flanking banquettes are upholstered 


in lacquer-red chenille, and an accompany- 
ing low end table is placed conveniently 
at the end of each. 

Standing before the group of French win- 
dows curtained with Cellophane strié fabric, 
opposite the fireplace, is a furniture group- 
ing consisting of a broad low table and 
flanking armless chairs upholstered in char- 
treuse fabric with leaf-green welting. The 
gray beige tone of the wall is matched ex- 
actly by the carpet, and it forms a perfect 
foil for the prima vera furniture in natural 
finish. This muted background is pointed up 
with the bright hues of the accessories, con- 
sisting of pictures, books and crystal. 

The gray beige walls and carpet of the 
living room are continued into the dining 
room to complement the furniture of prima 
vera in a natural finish. The curtains here, 
too, are of the same Cellophane strié fabric, 
and the chairs are upholstered in beige 
leather. A pair of handsome commodes and 
the dining table contribute inierest to the 
interior, and, for all their distinguished 
Modern design, somehow cause one to think 
of ancient Dorian architecture. Sparkle is

contributed to the room by colorful flowers 
and a few fine accessories. 

Restraint and simplicity, the character- 
istics which prevail throughout the house, 
are also apparent in the main bedroom 
where a plain beige background has been 
created to enhance the full beauty of the 
furniture and balance the bright color of 
a leaf-green upholstered chair and a highly 
patterned quilted bedspread. The free, un- 


cluttered areas repay the client in high divi- 


dends of peaceful repose. 

An examination of the photographs will 
reveal several commendable features, of 
which one of the most distinguished is the 
brilliantly conceived furniture forms. Much 
can be said in praise of the dining room 
furniture alone, but the same fine design is 
evident in the banquettes and cabinet pieces 
of the living room, as well as the occasional 
furniture of the bedroom. Indeed an interior 
designer who begins with the walls and de- 
velops the rooms completely with furnishings 
designed to special order deserves the most 
comprehensive praise. 
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Frequently the terrace of the penthouse is so small that an effective outdoor 
decorative scheme cannot be developed. In such instances an unused room 
within the apartment may be developed into a charming garden room or 
solarium, as shown here. The color scheme is coral and off-white, with strong 
accents of green supplied by the planting; a long window box for plants 
placed before a broad expanse of mirror between two windows achieved a 
surprising outdoor effect, and a closet, lined with mirrors and fitted with 
shelves, has been utilized as a bar.

DESIGNING THE PENTHOUSE 


BY LOVE JONES DRAKE 


The resolve of clients in town—particularly those occupying pent- 
houses—to enjoy outdoor living at any cost brings to the interior de- 
signer the pleasant problem of creating abodes to suit a distinctive way 
of living, both suave and metropolitan. If they can be designed so as 
to be independent of seasonal changes, so much the better. 

The penthouse derives its chief charm from its terrace, and no one 
would think of merely setting out chairs, a table or two and a few 
plants, and calling the result a penthouse terrace; the interior designer 
thinks in terms of arrangement, color schemes—and individuality of de- 
sign. With these problems settled, he then turns to the matter of se- 
lecting furniture for these interesting spaces. Approached properly, 
and with enthusiasm, the smallest area assigned as a terrace can be 
made inviting. 

In New York these “homes in the sky” can be found along the banks 
of the East River, towering over Central Park and overlooking the 
Hudson River. Many offer real country living in the city with their 
little gardens of flowers and trees. 
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It was the bold and adventurous Francis 
I, inaugurator of the cultivated tastes and 
refined habits of the Renaissance in France, 
who introduced the penthouse. He trans- 
formed the old castle of Amboise, in Tour- 
raine, from a gloomy fortress into the elab- 
orately designed manorial chateau. The 











bare and foot-trodden space without, en- 
closed in walls of defense, was changed 
into green lawns and overarching bowers 
breaking the vista toward the royal forest, 
the flowing river and the open country. It 
is atop this old castle that the hand of 


Francis, the first gentleman of France, can 


An idyllic setting, complete with 
trees, outdoor furniture and sculp- 
ture, has been created twenty 
stories in the air in the formal gar- 
den of a penthouse shown at the 
left.

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be traced in architectural facades, terraced 
gardens and a salon with its sculptured 
windows overlooking the Loire. Here, in 
the shadows of the still fortified bastions, 
Francis and his sister, “pearl of the Valois,” 
sat side by side many a summer day and 
talked of poetry, romance and chivalry. And 
it was atop this castle of Amboise that the 
penthouse as we know it today had its be- 
ginning. It is small wonder that the name 
is surrounded still with romance. 

From the viewpoint of interior design, a 
penthouse is developed identically in the 
same manner as an apartment, but, since 
so much additional interest is centered in 
the terrace, much thought can be expended 
profitably in means of developing it in an 
attractive manner. Woven cedar fences can 
be installed and small trees planted against

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SCREENED TO VIEW 


The importance of screens lies in their 
contribution to fundamentally good interior 
design and in the wide range of ways in 
which they can be employed. A thousand 
years ago, screens of bamboo were used in 
China to shield the Emperor from view 
while he ate his breakfast. In the Renais- 


sance, gorgeous screens of tooled Spanish 
leather, needlework and rich fabrics were 
prevalent; in the 17th and 18th Centuries 
from Elizabethan days onward, screens were 
used extensively, many being imported from 
the Orient. Artists have found them very 
suitable as objects upon which to paint in-

spirational subjects—and these subjects, 
once traditional and heavy in character, true 
to period trends of a magnificant era, now 
become varied in style, versatile in media. 

By changing their positions in a room, 
the entire design can be changed to make 
a more livable arrangement or even to ob- 
tain a separate room or alcove. In particu- 
larly dark spaces a light-colored screen will 
serve to reflect the brightness from an op- 
posite door or window. These may be of 
mirror, silver or light paint colors. 

The beauties of screens encompass all 
types suitable to all rooms. Tropical blinds 


provide an inspiration for one style; wall- 
paper copied from it creates the same effect 


but will be much less expensive. Various 
fur skins or tanned rawhide stretched tightly 
over a board will add zest to the most mas- 
culine room, as will the colored leathers, 
nail studded in pattern, or those of the 
veneer woods. 

It would be sad indeed if the time should 
ever come when one could not say, “I know 
the answer for that problem—a screen!’

The ceiling colors 
are off-white and light gray, and the flooring 
is of terrazzo in coral-beige inlaid with 
white bronze strips and accented with a 
border of red levanto.. 

While background colors have been kept 
simple, so as not to distract attention from 
the merchandise, any feeling of monotony 
is relieved by contrasting color effects and 
brilliant displays. Lighting fixtures have 
been designed to give a sense of radiant 
spaciousness to the main floor, and interior 
design, illumination, color tones and dis- 
plays features are so correlated that they 
give the impression of a beautiful, modern 
store selling attractive merchandise. 


The most striking feature of the store, designed by Raymond Loewy, is a unique show 
window accommodating an illuminated counter, clearly visible from the street, combining 
the dual features of an interior merchandise display counter with a specially designed 


window display. 


Ventilating units and lighting fixtures, as shown on the opposite page, 


have been integrated into a single, compact unit resulting in both beauty and efficiency. 





A new note appears in the design of the display niches, 
which have been treated as oversized shadow boxes: re- 
cessed and brightly lighted by concealed illumination, 
and painted gray and white in a gay, Modern manner, 
they identify the various departments and give to the 
merchandise their full three-dimensional quality. 

The Pet Shop, where birdcages, tropical fish and birds 


are sold, is a distinctive feature of the basement selling 


area. A brilliant, oversize red and white birdcage with 
a tree inside, providing a natural setting for tropical 
birds, and a great three-dimensional mural, depicting 
tropical fish, corals and undersea flora give it a feeling 
of gaiety, movement and motion. 

The idea of the individual shop has been translated to 
the lower priced field of the 5¢ to $1.00 variety store, 
and we find a separate and exclusive section for the dis- 
play and sale of dresses. The department is so located 
as to take full advantage of natural daylight, and a large 
plate glass screen, tones of soft blue and coral, and Ven- 
etian blinds add to its attractiveness. A sense of beauty, 
luxury and exclusiveness pervades, and one notes such 
ideas as special display racks, spot-lighted mannequin 
displays and comfortable fitting rooms. 





The Lounge is completely separated from the store by a wall of clear glass. The mural 
is not only a dominating and highly decorative note, but it has merchandising value in that 
it graphically locates all points of interest and locates the various W. T. Grant stores. 


The walls in the various departments are hung with monkscloth as a background for a 
series of bentwood forms, in lyrical arrangement, to create abstract Modern effects with 
the merchandise. The actual products contribute interest, color and variety of materials. 





Something new for a store of the 5¢ to 
$1.00 variety is the Ladies’ Lounge with 
such luxury notes as a built-in sofa, com- 
fortable chairs, end tables, lamps and smok- 
ing accessories. One entire wall is given 
over to the forty-foot window with its Vene- 
tian blind in alternating white and coral 
hues; another wall is paneled in Flexwood 
and features a mural in vibrant blue, green, 
white and red colors; one of the two re- 
maining walls is gray and the other is off- 
white to match the ceiling. The upholstered 
furniture is covered in blue and yellow 


leather, and the floor is deep blue linoleum. 


Adjoining the Lounge one finds a Powder 
Room, very feminine with such materials 
as structural glass for the walls, recessed 
mirrors and blue doors. 


Nothing has been spared to give the store an air of spaciousness. 


The lighting of the new Grant store has 
been scientifically planned and has been 
made an integral part of the interior de- 
sign and merchandising schemes. I]lumina- 
tion is both direct and indirect, much of the 
light coming from recessed fixtures. Proper 
humidification and temperature control is 
assured all year round by air conditioning 
which provides change of air. 

The design of the new Grant store repre- 
sents a great step forward in the retail 
field in that it brings subtle but convincing 
arguments for pleasing color harmonies and 
the proper integration of purchases with 
the customer’s decorative scheme at home. 
Results are naturally beneficial for the en- 


tire community, economically and culturally. 


Aisles have been wid-

N. longer are the architect and interior 
designer content to provide only convenience 
and utility for the bathroom; to these pri- 
mary requisites have been added grace and 
beauty of form, and color. Cleanliness has 
been combined so subtly with charm that 
satisfying and unusual effects have been 
created. In choosing the colors for bath- 
room decoration, the interior designer has 
a scope broader than that of any other room 
in the house. He is afforded an opportunity 
for expression of his own background of 
taste and knowledge as well as the prefer- 
ences of the client. 

Foremost among the many considerations 
are the wall and floor surfacings. The im- 
proved tiles and linoleums are always good 
for both walls and floors. The color range 


is unlimited, and some of the patterns and 
designs are extremely smart. Combining 
utility with economy this material offers 
many splendid possibilities. It may be 
applied in solid colors or in any combina- 
tion of colors, a simple border in a con- 
trasting color is effective, while plaids or 
more complicated decorative motifs may be 
had in inlay. In addition to the highly 
glazed variety of tiles there are the non-skid 
types, the slightly abrasive and corrugated 
surface of which prevents slipping when 
the floor is wet. 

Besides tile, linoleum and rubber wall 
coverings, there are the various types of 
glass bricks and panels, in opaque or trans-

to increase the apparent size of the room. 
The laminated plastics which are gaining 
in popularity are lustrous in appearance, 
durable and easily installed. Plastic tiles 
are something new. Aside from their in- 
nate beauty, it is interesting to note that 
they are practically 100% salvage in the 
event that the bath may be redesigned at 
some future time. 

The water-repellent and washable wall 
papers, figured or plain, are not only beauti- 
ful, but the use of them is advisable in 
cases where the overall cost must be kept 
at a minimum. 

In the matter of selection and arrange- 
ment of fixtures, a great deal depends upon 
the size and shape of the room. Where 
small space or unusual design makes the 
use of a conventional tub impractical, a 
receptor bath which is more or less square 
in shape makes an ideal installation. <A 
particularly luxurious effect can be achieved 
by using the sunken bath that is really a 


miniature pool. Newest developments in 





tubs stress low height, straight sides, large 
flat bottom, all in the interest of safety as 
well as structural beauty. Wide, comfort- 
able seats resulting from the rims on some 
of the tubs make them ideal for foot bath- 
ing. Lavatory and toilet units can be had 
to match the style of the tub. Some of 
the washstands are very sleek with their 
slender, chromium legs; others emphasize 
practicality with cabinet bases for storing 
towels or medicines. One lavatory embodies 


a new achievement in the shape of the bowl. 


The conventional oval bowl has given way 
to a new shape, wide at the front with plenty 
of room for head and elbows. It curves 
back in a sweeping line with ample shelf 
space. Bathroom fixtures are now available 
in a wide range of colors, from the pastels 
to rich shades of red and blue. Where 
space permits, the installation of the small 
basin for oral hygiene or shaving is a great 
convenience. One basin of this type is 
placed flush against the wall with the back 
forming a convenient ledge.

tub or in the shower unit, good lighting is 
necessary. Ceiling inlets of the horizontally 
placed, cylindrical fixtures are very effective, 
Manufacturers of fine cabinets and dressing 
table mirrors have incorporated certain 
lighting fixtures in their units in order to 
insure compact design and proper illumin:- 
tion. Some of these make use of frosted 
tubular lights at either side of the mirror, 
a simple arrangement which is a great im- 
provement over the single light located 
above the mirror. Another progressive 
manufacturer has brought out a line of illu- 
minated mirrors and cabinets of a type 
which formerly had to be specially designed 
and assembled on the job—a process which 
is always considerably more expensive than 
factory fabrication in quantity. These have 
a recessed central mirror flanked by small 
mirrored panels. The side mirrors conceal 
lights which illuminate the large mirror 
through panels of ground glass. Of para- 
mount importance are the electrical outlets 
of which there should be a sufficient number 
conveniently located for using the electric 
razor, vibrator and other appliances. 

Since bathroom fixtures can be had in 
various sizes and shapes, it is but a matter 
of arrangement to achieve the most in the 
way of perfect accommodation. In cases 
where one bathroom must serve the needs 
of an entire family, effective partitioning 
jobs can be done with walls of glass blocks 
or one of the many types of tiles in separat- 
ing the toilet from the rest of the room. 
The separate shower units are a step in this 
direction. With their water-tight walls and 
doors of laminated plastics, tile or glass, 
these showers are extremely practical and 
easily installed. Most of these units have 
grillwork in the top of the door to permit 
steam and heat to escape; otherwise, they 
are completely water-tight. 

Accessories for the bathroom, such as 
clothes hampers, baskets, stools, towels, and 
cosmetic containers should further the deco- 
rative scheme. These objects are no longer 
merely practical, but decidedly beautiful. 
Such items as the water tumbler, small bu! 
important, can be had in pottery that will 
exactly match the color of the three mais

They must be able to with 
stand hard wear without showing it. Th: 
shaggy, string rugs are very effective, and 
those of good quality can be laundered fre 
quently to retain their fresh appearance. 
Chenille bathmats with a specially treated 
vacuum cup rubber base prevent bathroom 
accidents, and are washable. A charming 
bathroom was effectively papered with a 
waterproof paper showing conventional 
swirls of silver with accenting dashes of 
turquoise and coral.

them, or trellises painted green can be set 
up with masses of foliage and climbing 
vines combined with them. On one extremely 
smart terrace the interior designer, in order 
to isolate the terrace from the one next 
door, installed a high fence of matting in- 
stead of a woven cedar one, and the effect 
was both novel and highly decorative. 
Potted plants can also be added to con- 
tribute their color, and even wrought iron 
fences and garden statuary may be installed 
on the larger terrace to enhance the general 
garden effect. A splashing fountain or stone 
jars will add the finishing touch. 

The interior design of the penthouse may 
or may not be correlated with the design of 
the terrace. But if furniture of 18th Cen- 
tury derivation is used within, the logical 
procedure is to assemble on the terrace the 
more formal outdoor furniture inspired by 
18th Century styles; and for Modern treat- 
ments, what can be more appropriate than 
sleek rattan or chromium pieces smartly 
upholstered in colored leathers or water- 
repellent fabrics? Bright colors suitable 
for country houses will not be appropriate 
for the restricted areas of a penthouse; so 
the clever interior designer modifies his 
color scheme accordingly, employing muted 
tones in the larger masses and accenting 
them with overtones of intense color.

about color and a test which proves thei: 
growing superiority—the increasing use of 
daylight bulbs on showroom floors makes 
it necessary for a true dye color to be used 
and precludes the mistake of not knowing 
how the carpeting will look in daylight. 

A widening use of embossed, tufted woo] 
rugs in design and color combinations is 
noticed. The pile is deeply and closely 
woven; the colorings—any you may want 
are subtle and pleasing; patterns and size 
are also custom-made. 

The elements of design grow wider; all 
styles are used effectively, and the tremen- 
dous number of floor coverings step in to 
cover floors everywhere—true to period, 
blended to the proper colors, and designed 
to carry through the scheme. 

Perhaps the greatest achievement of the 
carpet industry is the absence of seams in 
all-over carpeting regardless of size or even 
pattern. By a locked construction at the 
back, seams may be joined so as to leave 
a perfectly smooth surface. Sections of de- 
signs may be inserted anywhere, offering 
illimitable possibilities; burned, stained or 
worn spots may be removed and a new piece 
of carpet inserted. The ease with which it 
can be reduced or increased in size makes 
it additionally economical. 

In one line of solid colored carpets, the 
design is so subtly distributed as to be al- 
most imperceptable in the deeper shades 
especially in a dark royal blue, raisin and 
burgundy. In the lighter shades, 27” squares 
of a graceful all-over pattern can be com- 
bined to make any sized rug or carpet; and 
where the seams join, a carved effect is 
produced which blends in with the pattern 
itself. A broadloom carpeting has a pattern 
in which the modeled tufts are in strong 
contrast with a nubbin of uncut pile; an- 
other is serrated with delicate lines of cut 
pile bordered by soft texture. It comes in 
a wide variety of pastel shades and garden 
colors of deeper tones taken from perennial 
colorings. For occasional rugs, one type 
which allows you to virtually design it for 
yourself, is the braided rug, which comes in 
two dozen interchangeable colors, is re- 
versable, washable and may be bound or 
used with fringe.

Twist and pebble weaves outsmart the 
broadlooms; these textures, now perfected 
by machines, can be obtained much less 
expensively, and cotton rugs, made from 
long loops of string, and adapted to any 
size, are being used extensively. Victorian 
type rugs of large rose and leaf medallions 
on white and other light broadloom grounds 
are designed in a cross-stitched pattern; a 
leopard skin carpet, realistic in color and 
pattern, is another individualized carpeting 
that is being brought back again. 

The Personalized inlaid linoleum can now 
be done by machine, bringing the cost 
lower than ever before. All-over patterns 
are less popular than the marbleized jaspés 
or plain colors, and the inlaid borders which 
frame the supplementary soft floor cover- 
ings are a splendid feature, for when the 
rug is removed for the summer or for clean- 
ing, a unit of design remains, as well as 
the room colors which have been picked up 
in the border. 

Another manufacturer presents a new 
contract line consisting of sixteen patterns 
and colors, of two qualities which combine 
both twisted and untwisted yarn. 

Hooked rugs may be symbolical of Colo- 
nial times or representative of the most 
Modern adaptations, as seen in the way the 
patterns of one manufacturer are now in- 
spired by contemporary chintz or linen fab- 
rics. Whether it be the idea alone, the 
colorings, or an exact copy, the possibilities 
of what can be done are limitless. Even 
the client’s bathroom grows richer in every 
detail, but nowhere is it more noticeable 
than in the sable-softness of daintly colored 
rugs made either of cotton, silk or wool 
which grow lovelier with every washing. 

The currently popular carved rugs are 
now being “carved” with color rather than 
varying heights of pile. Several exception- 
ally beautiful ones have been copied from 
old wallpaper designs and other painted 
museum works of art; the soft mellow tones 
seem more readily caught by wool dies than 
is possible with pigment paints, thus the 
effect in copying is greatly enchanced. And 
needlepoint designs have been copied for an 
Imperial Axminister line of an 18th Century 
pattern which shows tracery and leaves.

The sheer beauty, quality and apprecia- 
tion of Oriental rugs is always present; the 
many fine collections are well known and 
readily accessible where the choice is wide, 
and therefore difficult, especially as new 
ones are continually being imported. Col- 
lections of antique Aubusson and Bessara- 
bian rugs include many that are excep- 
tionally rare, but as the prices are many 
times prohibitive to a client the excellent 
French hand-woven reproductions make 
fitting substitutes. 

The selections of patterns are larger 
this year than ever before, ranging from 
plain marbelized effects to a_ graceful 
all-over chrysanthemum damask; from tiles 
in every conceivable combination to a 
needlepoint design. The Gold Seal lino- 
leum rug group comes in a Scandinavian 
tile pattern, and it may also be ordered by 
the yard. Three new patterns have been 
added to Marbelle linoleum, and the new 
colors are an Italian marble peach tone and 
a rich gold flecked with lighter and darker 
tones of the respective colors. Flexachrome 
is another smooth surface flooring which 
comes in a variety of pastelle shades and is 
bleachproof, acid resistent, greaseproof— 
besides being impervious to moisture. 

Rug cushions, which are an important 
item, have undergone changes to make them 
ever so much more satisfactory than former 
ly, and there are several new ones on the 
market, including one of rubber. 

In spite of knowing that there are still 
any number of limitations in the rug and 
carpet industry, the present collection of 
handsome and luxurious floor coverings on 
the market make that fact of little or no 
importance. Until still more are presented 
that show even greater advancement, inte- 
rior designers will be busy as minute-men 
keeping abreast of the manufacturers.
